Dublin, Deo. 14. — Parnell aJtlressed a 
meeting of 500 people ut Tullyrone to-day. 
The speech waa mainly a repetition of tho 
utterances of previous speeches. It was 
delivered amid a running commentary of 
cries, such us " Down with Judas Healy," 
and "To hell with Honncsaey, the Zulu 
king," from certain of his liearers. From 
Tullyrone I'ariiell and his friends tlrove to 
Freshford, where Parnell addressed uuother 
meeting, referring, during the speeob, to 
the seceders as " miserable butter sparrows, 
whom ho had raised out of obscurity and 
given a better chance than ho gave himself. " 

While talking Parnell was interrupted by 
u gathering of his opponents, who sliouteil, 
"To liell witli llie iuliilterer." A fight 
woulil inevitably have foUowed but for the 
presence of the police. I'arnell closed the 
day's work witli an ft<lJre3a at Urliugtord, 
where he spends tlio night. 

The anti- Parnell faction held a meeting to- 
day at Tippeiary, at wliieli 2,000 persons 
were present. Canon Cahill's taking the 
chair was the signal for a band of .')(I0 Par- 
iiellitc.s to start cheering for their leader. 
This was responded to by the anti l'arnoll- 
ites, and the cheering wiis kept up by the 
two factions for fully an hour, making it 
iniposeible for the speakers to be heanl, 
I'\ither Hunipbreya and others tried hard 
to pacify the opposing crowd, but in spite 
(if their efforta stones were thrown and 
sticks used freely, and aBerious conflict was 
averted only by the linal withdrawal of the 
Parnellitcs. After tho speeches were made 
a resolution was cariied in support of Mc- 
Carthy and his followers. 

Healy, Kenny, Tanner and Davitt to-day 
addressed a meeting at Kilkenny in support 
of Sir John Pope llennessy. Healy declared 
that if Parnell returned to the leadership he 
should stump Ireland witb;^ new banner 
made of Mrs.) ;0'Shea'» petticoats. Parnell, 
he said, put Captain O'Shea in:.^.Parlianient, 
the price paid l>oinfir'/tbe honor of O'Shea's 
wife. 

At u stormy Nationalist convention at 
Newry, resolutions were adopted Btrongly 
denouncing Parnell and the Freeman's 
.lournal, and calling f<a'< the . reaiguation of 
.lustin Huntley McCarthy, who represents 
Newry in parliament, because of his having 
supported Parnell. 

At a large meeting at Youghal, at which 
Carson Keller presided, reaoUuinns con- 
demning Parnell weic Adopted. 

Tlio Carriok on Suir board of guardians 
have rescinded tho vote of want ot confi- 
dence in Parnell. At Westport, County 
Mayo, to-day, I'arnell and his followers 
were dciiioiiuced from tlio altar. lu many 
other Catholic churches similar denunci'j;.

JOHN DILLOX'S STATKMBNT. 

New York, Dec. 15. — John Dillon issued 
a statement to-night, in which he said : In 
the miserablo (piarrel now going on in Ire- 
land, my main object baa boon from tho out- 
set to induce both aides lo abstain from all 
bitterness of language, which might render 
itditlicult for us to iigbt together in the 
future as comrades against enemies of ire- 
lund, us we have done for the last ten years, 
and with this in view I used any inUueiice 
I possessed to prevent the war being c r- 
ricd into Ireland until all possible means of 
bringing about a coinpiomiau had been e.x- 
liauslecl. I am sorry, for this rea.soii, that the 
Kilkenny election has been precipitated, 
and lam stronttly opposed to any pcrsoniillj' 
offensive attack on Parnell. Altliougli 
it must liu admitted that the 
cruelly unjust charges he has levelled 
ugaiii.st certain members of his party and 
tlie citraordinary violence of the methods 
ill which he has sought to suppress all ex- 
prcs.sioiia of opinion hostile lo liim, renders 
it very diliieult for his op]ioiienls to inain- 
taiii an attitude of moderation. Now tluit 
I'arnell has insisted on challenging public 
opinion in Ireland, I trust tlie Irish people 
will let their opinion lie known in no iincer- 
tuin fashion, if tliey declare for Pariiell's 
leadership tliey must do so on tlie [ilalform 
of his manifesto and his specebcs at Dublin 
and Cork, and tliat would mean a deliiiite 
end, for our time, to all hope of winning 
power through the good-will of the English 
people, and there is only one other way of 
winning : That is by lighting lor it. In 
otlier words, Parnell invites the people to 
abandon the policy by which he has led 
them for the last ten ten years, and lo adopt 
a policy which must end in insurrection, if 
it ends in anything. But this new policy 
means the destruction of all the work of the 
lust ten years. We feel bound to nfifer to 
the Irish people a full opportuuily*of deci- 
ding on this terrible issue which hhs - been 
forced' on them, but I most earnestly desire 
that this decision should be arrived at with 
the least possible amount of personal bitter- 
ness; and the language used in Ireland, 
on both' sides, is diagus'iin<j and 
humiliatlng,^-,to^;^,jeyery^.V,-.true/, friend of 
Ireland," ancl w ' only calculated 
to divert the minds of the people from tb a 
true issue before them. That issue, ir", an 
exceedingly simple one. If Purni;)! persists 
in refusing to retire from th<f leai,\et«liip, 
the Tory party will win ut t(ie fiep.^;^.^! elec- 
tion by such a mnjority im ";ill. condemn 
Ireland to anolher 10 yenra of coeroion, and 
destroy all hope ot gaining Jlome Rule by 
parliuiiicntiiry notion in our time. This, ftn;\ 
' aiouc, i« the nueatinn whioli jpy, 
I people have to ct>iisider, iip,;, the Various 
1 other fjuestious w men are .",!^ •■bis oioniont 
I being holly debated by Irishmen all 
I over the world arc irrelevant side 
is.s'.'ies raised for no other purpose 
than to divert public men from the one 
great is.sue, in which Parnell knows that he 
is liopeles.sly wroni.', and with which neither 
in his munifcsto nor iu any of his recent 
speeeehcs has be even uttenipted to deal. 
Parnell eoinplaina of ClaJstoiie's i.ttempt to 
dictate to the IriHh party, yet in ISSL.', after 
the .issassinatiiin in I'lin-ni.\' Purlc, Parnell 
without consulting any of his coileagues went 
to ( i lads tone and ullered to give up the leader- 
ship, resign his seat for ('ork and retire 
from public life, and l^tluit at a time when 
tiladstonc was not a Home Ruler, and it 
wu.s only at (iladstone's personal rcijuest 
that I'lirnell retained his seat. What has 
Mr. (;|adstone done in the present cose? 
l''or nine days after the verdict in the divorce 
suit he waited in silence, expecting Parnell 
to do US be had done in 1882. Then, when 
he was convinced that tho general election 
w.is hopelessly lost if Parnell retained the 
chair of the Irish party, I ilailstonc lonk 
steps to inform Parnell privately o! this 
faci.. With this information in his posses- 
sion, Parnell accepted his rc-eleclion, ami 
it was only then (iladslonc pnlilislied his 
letter for the infornuitoii of the Irish party 
and the Irish people, leaving to them the 
lull libci'ly and full responsibility of acting 
under all circnmsl.mccs as they lliouglil 
best for the interests of their counlry. 
The cry of dictation is an idle and ob- 
scure cry. but 1 am sorry to suy 
it has only li.'( 11 too eireclive in misloiiding 
tlioiisaiids of li'uc-hcarlcd Irislinicu. I'ar- 
nell reproaches his colleagues for re-electing 
him if tliey did not mean lo stand by him 
in all ei'cMtualil ics. We re-clccied him be- 
cause wc were grateful lo him for all he 
had iloue for Irehind ; liecause we never for 
one nioiueut supposed Hint he would allow 
his personal feelings to prevail with liim 
when the safetj'of the country was at .•itaUc, 
or that he would appeal tn us as lie liiis 
done to stand by Ilia leadersliiii even iliougli 
it should involve the ruin of 
our cause. ParncH's levelatiop. of 
his ]iiivale conversation with (lludstone 
and ,\lorley i.s a subject ]iaiiifnl 
and luiniilialing to every Iriah Nationalist. 
No one lora inoiiiciil lielicvos that these reve- 
lations would have made for Parnell private 
dillioiiltics, and it scorns to nio horrible 
that two I'Inglish statesmen who during the 
past live years have to my own knowledge 
consistently and steadfastly fought to secure 
a full and genuine measure of Home Rule 
for Irelaun should now be signalled out for 
gross and monstrous insults, and that 
charges of Irer.cliery, attempts to oorrupt 
the Iri'-li jiarty, etc., should be levelled 
iigainst them—charges for which I am oon- 
viiieed in my soul there is not a shadow of 
foundation."

To TBE Editor :— It has ali^ays been a 
wtisf&otion to know that. Thr CoMNisa; 
has tinifurmly kept its pages open fur; the 
fair disisUB!>i6n of moral questions, and 
has tried to infiuetice thorn on tlio sidu uf 
reform.' 1 cannot refrain from exprosaing 
my appi-dviil cif your edi'orial of to-diiy 
on Suijiliiy cl(>niii[,', etc. It is woll put 
and sliouUl do tiuod. It seems to i;ie, 
however, hinguliirly iiicoiitcruous to liiid 
it in company witli yuur previous lend lt 
in whicli yuu piisa Huvero strictures upon 
certain clergymen for btioir outspukoii 
uttoriinces upon tbo morula of tliis city. 
What more complete justitication of out- 
spoken pulpits could, go. forth to tlio 
world than your own aniiounceraent thiu 
this otherwise delightful city of Victoria 
permits the liejuor trallu-. to ply its trade 
night and day, week-days and Sundays, 
without intermission ? This give ac- 
curately the grade of morality, 
and anything you can say to 
the contrary cannot avail to ex- 
plain it away. People will easily infer 
the re^b; When we discuss these matters 
from our pulpits, wo confine ii to our- 
aolvea ; you, on the contrary, publish it 
to the world. All tliib ycioa to show tliat 
if one does not speak another will, and, 
sure enough, " talk is all-powerful if you 
give it time." Wiiilst there may be 
many, as you say, and excellent persons, 
too, who thinkxhis outspoken course is 
not the best, still you forget to mention, 
what yo'J know to bo equally true, that 
there are many people, eiiually good, who 
have decided convictions tlio other way, 
and, as I iliink, with much more consis- 
tent solicitude for the fame and i;ood 
name of their city. Then, it is also to be re- 
membered that tlioie are certain unsav- 
ory quarters, also, where your strictures 
upon the pulpits will meet with warm 
cndorsation. This, of itself, is an instruc- 
tive comment, and should be admonitory 
to us all. 

1 have as little misgiving ns to my duty 
personally i'.i the proniiaea a.s 1 
iiave as to what the linal verdict of 
posterity will be upon the two sides of 
this issue. If you, in the comp:irative 
solitude of your editorial sanctum, could 
know the harrowing and piteous details 
that come to some of us, you would vote 
yourself a nobody, if you had the heart to 
refuse to give truth a voice and justice an 
embodiment in the discharge either (jf 
pulpit or edit(iri!!l futictioii. You know 
'very woll that tho temptations are all to- 
ward silence in tho pulpit on these 
theiiiua, and the men who speak must 
surely bo aupixised to know what they 
are dijing, and to be moved by somo tre- 
mendous iiioitenieni- to utterance. 

It must seem p.issing strange to you, 
as it does to many others, that jjeople 
who appear to be cjuite uinnoved amid 
tho baneful evils confessedly existing, 
should be so abnormally sensitive when 
exposures are attempted. It makes one 
suspicious that solicitude for tho fair 
fame of ^^icLoria is oidy tho ostensible 
reason. Let us ponder this anomaly, and 
not be drawii off tho scent by a red-her- 
ring stratetjy, C. Wakon. 



JOHNSON SrRKKTll.WlNW Vsi. THE 
gOHPUKATlON Oli' VICTORIA. 

To THE Editor:— Mr. Mayor Orant 
and a few of bis aldermanic luiuiji'uipa, 
at the last regular meeting of tho city 
council, indulged without any reasuniiblo 
cause in low and coarse language against, 
inayielf, holding tne Up to the public as a 
person not tit to live in tho pure atmo- 
sphere of those worthy men. If 1 had, 
however, been merely personally abused, 
I might have con' ented myself by inform- 
ing those gentlemen that their vile 
tongues were no scatidal where they were 
known ; but, ns their disgraceful attack 
on ine was intended to hide from the 

fublic their own abuse of a public trust, 
feel that it ia my duty to show, through 
your favor, what an unworthy body of 
men now till tho civic chairs. It is the 
sta'Utory duty of the corporation to 
abate all nuisances within the city. Now 
tho . Johnson- street ravine lias been a 
horrid nuisuico for many year.s — a horrid 
liuisaiico even under tho very noses of 
Mayor Grant and his council, andsufl'ered 
to be so without their voluntarily ryi-ig 
to exercise their prerogative to abate it. 

It is well known that I have been an 
owner of city lots 544 and 533 since 1862, 
and that lot 5.">3 has been 'ravor.ied for 
some yeara by tilthy water flowing fnmi 
an area of about lliO acres. Desiring to 
make improvements on that lot, 1, in 
1880, with others, pointed out to the 
corporation the lilthy condition of the 
Johnsim-street ravine, and requested 
them to 8t(jp hltliy w>ater from flowing 
into and through it. In 1887 I again 
requested the oorj) ration to abate that 
nuisance. But the in.iy(jr and council dnl 
not abate it. On the contrary, they al- 
lowed tho ravino to becotno, if anything. 
A still greater nuisance. In April, 1888. 
finding that the corporation would not 
ablate the nui^anco, I applied, through 
my cou sol, Mr. Drake, fur an injiinoiion 
to re.ilr lin tlio corporation from pennit- 
tiiig filthy wat.:r from llnwinir acros.s my 
property, whieli was granted. 

That the public may understand tli. 
nature of this horrid nuisance of which I 
then complained, I make the following 
extracts from he affidavits of two woll- 
know I medical men, who were entirely 
disinterested :

• In- July, 1888,^V as a consequence the 
oorporatiou was authorized by the ratf- 
■payers to borrow by by-law §30,000 to 
coQsb'ruot Johnson street sewer and 
laterals to carry off the filthy water that 
uHually flowed into and thnmgli the 
lavioe. But tlio mayor and couneil have 
shirked their duty by not turning tho 
whole of tho lilthy water into the sewer ; 
and so, notwithstanding the Johnson 
street sewer was built at a cost of $30,000 
t o t he ratepayers, t h e J ohuson street ravine 
still continues to be a public nuisance, 
dangerous to tho public heal'li. After 
allowinir the corporation the fullest time 
to abate tho nuisance, 1 had again to 
have recourao to tho court in October 
last to get further authority to compel it. 
8 i aiiplication was made through my 
counsel to tho Chief Justice, who made 
the injunction a continuing one, and now 
awaits trial. 

This last np))lication to the court was 
made upon atlidavit, of which tho two 
following s|)eak distinctly as to the con- 
dition of .lolmaon street ravine in iSej)- 
toinber, 1890 — but a few weeks ago :

While ab- 
sent he made a little [(iircliaso of 100,000 
acres of choice grazing land about 200 
miles north east of Victoria, sheltered on 
ail sides by iiiouiitaiiis, well watered, and

OUB ESTIMATE. 

\\ o iiro sorry to auo that tlio Ttev. I\Ir. 
WatBoa thinks tlmt wu, in iin iirticli) in 
Siiturday's issue, piisaed "auvoro .stric- 
tures upon certain clergymen for their 
outspoken uttemuces." We certainly did 
nptintend to. pass severe strictures upon 
those gentlemen. We, indeed, gave thorn 
credit for tlioii* good inCentiona and 
praiseworthy endoavora, and more than 
hinted tliat tlie haisli jiiili^iinuits ])to- 
nouncud'agiun.-it thoiii by indiL;ii uit citi- 
zens wore iiiicliaritalilo au'.l inijiist. 
What wo did wa.s t(i L;ivo our ostiniato of 
A''iotoria <in tlio ^'rounds on wliich 
pooplo gonoially form ihoir opinion of 
the morality of cities. 

When an intelligent man, say in Tor- 
onto or New York, learns that, iu this 
seaport town of Victoria, which has 
alwiiya in proportion t-i it.i sizo a hit'^a 
floatint,' p(jpLdiition, life aiul proportj- are 
as safi) as tlioy aro in any Canadian town, 
tliat it.s struuta aro ordorly and ([uiut, that 
tho rocorda of tlio ociirt.s show ii small 
jH'oportion of ('iinviotion.s for oH'oncoa of 
all kinds, that it hius many and good 
schools, and that its cluuchus are numer- 
ous and well supported, ho will cone udo 
that it, as cities go, is a fairly guud city. 
Ko man who knows anything of tho 
world expects to find a city free fn ni 
vicOt He knows thM.t the bad, Ii!;e the 
good, are everywhere, and that the pe<j- 
plo of each dnaa will conduct thjinselvts 
accordnig to their nature and 
their training. He will not pro- 
nounce a city to _^bo wicked because 
there are in it some wicked people, or 
booauso it toleiatoa sonio practices which 
ho considers reprehensible. lie judges 
by results and according to a practical, 
not an ideal standard. This, we contend, 
is the fair and, indeed, the only fiommon- 
sense way to form an opinion of the 
' ■ moral condition of any community. 

To judi>e from one circumstance, as 
Mr. Watson evidently does, is, we sub- 
mit, neither fair nor philosophical. He 
says " that our own annouiicoiiiont that 
this otherwise delightful city of Victoria 
permits the liquor tratlic to ply its trade 
night and da}', weok-days and Sundays, 
without intenniaaion * * * gives accurate- 
ly tho grade of morality," (ieneralizatioiis 
like this from partial premises are most 
unwise, and are often ridiculously errone- 

,OU3.. 

Jhe trutli is, k.cepipg the saloons open 
all the time is a survivol from the "old 
times," when society in Viotoria was in 
& ^ery diSereni: condition fi-dm thab !" 
which it is at present. It is an anomaly, 
which, in the progress of events, will ' 
soon disappear, and is not by any means ' 
to be taken as an indication of the geii- { 
oral state of the morals of tho city. We 
find that, in spite of the oj)en saloons, j 
the stroe'.s of tlio city aro safe, night aiul | 
d"" to man woman and cluld, and tliat 
street rows ura i-enmikubiy liif"-<ii'Lnt. ^ 
Is not this a better indication of the mor- 
al state of tho city than tlio mure fact 
that saloons are open hero more hours in | 
the week than iu tlie towns of Ontario ■ 
and Quebec ? 

Mr. Wataon says that it is incongruous 
in us to advocate the timely closing of 
saloons while w^ hold that Victoria isj 
as moral as most cities of the same sizo 
and similarly situated. We fail to see , 
the incongruity. We did not assert tl at 
Victoria is perfect. Wo, indeed, agr-iod 
with those who confess that in it many 
things aro done which ouglit not to be 
'done, and many things left uiuloiie that 
ought to bo dono. Wo believe that there 
is in it much room for iniproveinont, and 
wo are far from considering Mr. Watson's 
oflico a sinocuro. Our friend Smith is 
as strong as a horse and is sound in wind, 
limb and eyesight, but, unfor unateiy. 
Smith has a decayed tooth which gives 
him a great deal of trouble and makes 
' him sometimes not the most pleasant of 
companions. A though wo admire 
Smith's fine physiiiuo and envy him his 
splendid coiiatitutiun, is it to bo con- 
■ sidered incongruous in us t!i adviao him 
to go to tho dentist and got tho troublo- 
aomo tooth pulled out? In tho Hanie 
way, although we believe that on tho 
whole Victoria is morally 'sound, that 
there aro in it many nnire sober men 
than drunkards, more honest men than 
rogues, more weU-behaved and peace- 
able men than loafers and row- 
dies, and very many more good 
women , than bad, our convlutiou 
that the virtuous uiii/.oii« i;uMily ooi- 
numbur the vicious d pes not make it in- 
consistent in in to wish for their own 
eakes and for the sake of socio y at 
lar4{e to ■see tho number of the vicious 



lessoned and the number of tho virtui us 
increaaed, or that it is at all " i;;congiu- 
hua " to do what we can to lend a hulpii g 
hand to further any wuik wliich iu our 
opinion is calculated to eOect that object. 
Wo do not think that it is very hard 'o 
underatand why the citi/.ena of Victoria 
do not wish it to bo represented to the 
outside world, as being worse from a 
moral point of Mow than it . is. They 
want their city to grow and prosper, and 
they know that to give it a bad name is 
one of the most effective ways of ob- 
structing its progress. This, as far as 
wo can see, is what makes them "sen- 
sitive " when they hear their city, as they 
believe, misrepresented. Wo hardly think 
that there is any reason to go further 
than this to account for tho vory general 
desire that there is among its ciiizens to 
uphold the fair fame of Victoria. Wo 
hardly think thai' it is consistent with 
that charity which thinketh no evil to go 
out of one's way to look for an improper 
motive whoro one that is perfectly natu- 
ral and, indeed, inaisoworthy, is to be 
found on the surface. 



UNRECORDED VIRTUE. 

If people looked oftener than they do 

at the good side and tho noble side of human 
nature, they would, themselves, be greatly 
I lieuclittetl, and they would bo able to 
i form a liigher and, iiidecd. a truer usti- 
niate of mankind. This tlunight wa.s 
suggested by an uxciodinglj' iiiterLstiiig 
article tl'.at ai)i<oara iu The Century for 
December. Tho writer, .\iina (iarhor 
Spencer, in her preliminary remarks, al- 
ludes to a proposal to establish in a news- 
paper a department, to be headed The 
Record of Virtue. "This," she says, 
" was intended to ofl'set the record of 
criino which is so large a part of the daily 
newspaper, and to make another cliauiiel 
for curiosity higher than that which now 
pri'va Is auionL,' the majority of reader;-, 
young and old. " 

Till! writer's imiilicd rebuke is, to a 
yrral cxluut, de.siTvcd, but it must bo 
reuieuiberid that tho editors of news- 
papers are not oltogether to blume for 
allowing the record of crime to occupy 
so much of their space, 'riioy cater for 
tho public, and, if the readers of news- 
papers did not demand full details of tlie 
oriiues that are conmiitted, they would 
not bo published. This tho originator of 
the Record of Virtue saw, for she says; 

" If tlie news[)i\|)urs, which really 
iiioana, of course, ihe reader.'? of the newa, 
tonk one tenth part uf the iiileiest in 
virtue which ibey tidje in crime, our esti- 
mate i>f the human race would ho cjuito 
different from what it now is. For it is 
natural, it is indeed inevitable, for us to 
generalize on the facts brought most c in- 
monly and constantly before our miiida. 
If a column in our favor te paper is de- 
voted to the description of a murder or a 
S'.vindlo, and two or three lines without 
comment to an act of heroiam, tlie former 
is almost sure to niako the larger liguie 
in our average. '' 

There aro others besides newsjiaper 
men who direct attention too often and 
with too much emphasis to the dark sido 
of life and to the unlovely side of human 
natuse, and the result is that men as a 
rule do not admire each other, and do 
not judge charitably of each other. This 
is greatly to be deplored, /or it U pleasant 
rtPd elevating to have b good opudon ot 
bne's feiioW men, and to look foi' the 
virtues of those with whom wo como in 
contact is far more iirotitable and edifying 
than to be continually on the lo'ik out 
for tlioir faults and ahortcomiiigs. Those 
who desire to lind tho virttiea of their 
neighbors will, of course, bo sometimes 
dia:ip[)ointi.'d, t)ut ilieywill often m.'Ot 
with gieat ami ui'i.st iigi-uealile surprises. 
•U thoy fiiul vice and ine.inneas iiuder a 
spucious exterior they will nioro fre()uent- > 
ly disccn or virtues, ami great virtues, i 
too, whore appearaucoa aro most un- 
promising, and when tho surround- 
ings (il'6 common - place in the 
oxti eme. This may be one of the reasons 
why wo hear so little of virtuous acts. 
They are so common that they are hardly 
observable, and do not ev<jko toniment. 
Self-sacritice is a groat virtue, and who 
does not see instances of it every day / 
How many are there in this city who are 
cmtinu lly making eacrilices for those 
they love and for tboac who liave claims on 
them t Yet they consider that they are 
merely doing their duty, and do not 
dream of regarding themselves as heroes 
and heroines. Kind acts and brave deeds 
aro done every day everywhere, and by 
people of all sorts and conditions, yet wo 
hoar nothing ot them. No record is 
kept of them, on ca'th at any rate, but 
thoy all have thuir influence, and lieli) to 
make life pleasant. If it were not for 
tho virtuous acts that no one thinks of re- 
cording in the newspapers, or even of 
talking about to his neighbor -they are so 
common and so much mutters of course — 
tliia world would bo a pandemonium, and 
lifo would, indeed, bo not worth living. 
If people would, more generally and 
m re freqdontly, c(mtemplate tho bright 
and the beautiful aspects of lifo, and if 
thoy were leady to give everyone credit 
fur th I virtues that he or she possesaeH, 
they would be, wo are very sure, both 
better and happier. 



THE AUSTRALIAN STRIKE. 

Advices from Australia show how com- 
plete the defeat of tho labor unions has 
been. -The unionists, by their unreason- 
able demands and their tyrannical treat- 
ment of workingmen outside their 'organ- 
izations, provoked resistance and forced 
omploj'crs, in order to preserve their buai- 
ui'sa, to coiiiliiiio, Tin" ia what is ?!iid in 
Bradstreet's Melbourne letter of the po- 
sition of ad'airs on the 28th of Octcdier : 

" The ahippingandotlier atrikea are now 
practically at an eiul, the trades unions 
being thoroughly defeated, and allowing 
signs uf disaension. The oegotiatioiis for 
a con'ereiice, ref(U're'l to in uiy last, wore 
not succuBshil, the em])loyeis' r<!iiuiring 
ropreaeiitatives who should bo fully 
authorized by the other side. A coiifor- 
eiico beiwccn the marine ollicera' a8S<Jcia- 
tion and the steanisliip owiiuis was, liow- 
ovor, eoumiencod in Melbuun.o, on a 
kind of tacit uiidorataiiding that the ofti- 
cers would sever their connection with 
the Trades' Hall, but tho odicors' ro- 
,preaentativcs desired to enter into details 
before delluifely conceding this point, 
and the owners refused to proceed, 
refusing, as before, to rocoguizo an olh- 
cers' association aliiliateil with thoTrade^ 
Hall Council. Most uf tho Btvniiiurs are 
now running with non-union uilicurs and 
crews. Tho Melbourne gas works are 
manned with iion-uuiou stijkcia, ajiii 
many uf the old union .itok^TH aro now 
out of employment. The sli'vudorus in 
-Midbourne liave made terms .si'parately 
with their employers, but thi! places of 
many of these are also filled by iion- 

i union sts. The watil sbearfis m tin; 

' Country were i|Uickly ordered h ck to 
work by tho strilio leaders iu .Sydiiej', but 
in sr'ine cases actions for breach uf agree- 
ment bavo been brought by the woid- 
gn nvers a;;aiii'-t the shearei :<, and somi; 
paid union ollicials who incited men to 
strike have been heavily lined in tho 
courts. A large luoportion of tho ctjal 
miners in Neu S.)utli VVales are willing to 
go back to work." 

The result of this great strike sImjuUI 
teach unions evui-y where the salutary les- 
S(iii of moderation. As long as they were 
reaaomible m their dumamls, and treated 
niui-iit iun Workingmen with considera- 
tion and fiiiruesa, they carried all before 
them. But tliey could not stand sucoess. 
This is what liradstreet's correspondent 
says of the canae of the defeat : 

"The ]irinci[ial causo of the failure of 
the stiike is tlu exclusive poliry i if the 
unions, who by the use of snch nicana as 
high entrance fees to limit ihoir numbers 
have left a large number of men outside 
their ranks and ready to take tlicir places, 
pr(jvidod that the government prutccteil 
them from assault and intimidation. Une 
of tlie incidents of tin; strike has been 
tl'.e acceptance by the ML-lboUrne Trades' 
Hall Council of subscriptions from 
Chinese, to whoso iireseiiee ill thocoloiiies 
the trades' unions have always been 
strongly opposed." 

It is to be hoped that the capitalists 
will not commit the same mistake as that 
committed by the unionists. If they do 
not make an unfair and improper use of 
their victory, if thoy do not presume up- 
on the stroiiL'th of their orgaiM<;ation to 
become in their turn unreasciiiiiblo and 
tyrannical, it will be a long time before 
-■Vustralia is dicturbed by another iiionator 
strike. But there, as elsewhere, every- 
thing depends upon tho spirit by which 
both workingmen and employers aro tic- 
tuated. If both parties are deteriiiined 
to do only what is right between man and 
man, and if neither tries to take advan- 
tage of tho other, peace and harniuny will 
prevail. But as soon as one clasa at- 
tempts to bully or oppress tliu other, 
there will bo resistance on the part of 
tlio-u who iirc iin[iosed upon, unci there 
will bo another struggle, making and as- 
gravating bad feeling, and causiiiir loss 
and suli'eri' g to all, The loss to both 
ci[)itiil and lab<jrby the Austrdian 'ilrikes 
lini.qt have been very great, and the bciie- 
lit, to the uorkiiii,'man particula ly, is a 
g(ioil deal less than notliiiij;, The capital- 
ists have learned from it tho adviiiUagos 
of union— a lesson which it is not likely 
they will ijoon forget.

This is a toriuiJablo-lookiiiir volume, 
and the ordinary reader will think twice 
before he tackles it. To read a volume 
of nearly COO piif^os ia a task v^hich few 
people like to undertake. Size in buuks 
-ao often indicates dryness and hdavinoss 
..and dulneas that soarcely any one except 
'determined Btudents and indefatigable 
bodkworms have the courage to do 
more "than open a book bo largo as 
the one before us. But the " Big Game 
of North America" is an exception to the 
general rule. It is neither heavy, nor 
dry, nor dull, but juat tlie reverse. It 
oontaina a number of papers written by 
enthuaiiiBtit; spurtsuien. Most of them 
are well written, and the information 
which they contain is so cleverly iriter- 
aperiwd with sparkling description and 
lively anecdote that none of them will be 
considered long. - 

Man is naturally a hunting animal, and 
hunting stories are generally eagerly read 
and heartily enjoyed. The hunting stories 
in this book are more than commoaly in- 
teresting, and they bear the impress of 
truth. Othersbesidoaspurtsinen like to hear 
of the appearance and habits of aniuiala, 
where they are found and how thoy live. 
Wany of the writers of thcso papors are 
evidently eiithusiiistic niituralistB, as well 
as keen spurtsmeii, and take almost as 
much ploasiiru in observing tlio charac- 
teristics of the animals thuy hunt as in 
killing them. The book is, inileed, well 
worth read ng, for the vivid and sympa- 
thetic descriptions of the anmials, their 
habits and i ho places in which they are 
found. Those who have little sympathy 
with the hunter, and for whom accounts 
of chasing and killing have no charm, 
will road the book witii a great deal of 
pleasure and derive from it information 
not easily found in books which, from a 
scientific point of view, are more pro- 
tontious. 

Ono of the best papers is from the pen 
of a citi/en of VictoriH. who has made a 
name for himself botli as a naturalist 
and a sportsman. I\lr. John Fan- 
nin's description of the Rocky 
Mountain goat, and his account 
of how he is hunted is to the lover of 
nature, as well as to the lover of sport, 
very pleasant reading. As a naturalist 
ho is free free from pedantry, and aa a 
hunter free from exaggeration. 

Uis stylo is terse and clear, and a vim 
of quiet humor runs through the story of 
his hunting expedition. 

it is exceedingly simple, and if it is 
not perfectly true in every detail, the 
reader will feel like saying that the writer 
is au accomplished artist. His descrip- 
tion of shiioting a bear and its cubs is 
most in'oresting, and shows that Mr. 
Fannin is not a ruthless hunter who slaya 
for the mere pleasure of slaying. 

Wo have hinted here at the only draw- 
back to the enjoyment of reading this 
book. The reader who is. not a sports- 
man, mid who loves the beautiful creatures 
tliat God has made and endowed 
with II love of life and a capacity for its 
enjoyment, is pained tofind ao much said 
«bout killing them. One cannot help 
thinking that these lovers of nature, these 
admirers of what is beautiful and saga- 
cious in the animal, these refined and 
kindly men, these sociable good fellows, 
could find aonio more coucienial amuse- 
ment, S'jmo sport more inacc rdancowith 
what is best iu thoni, than in scaring, and 
wounding, and killing the beautiful, the 
harmless and the defeiiculep.s den- 
i/.ena of the forest and the 
plain. If this is "sickly sentiment- 
alisni," we must plead guilty to being 
tinged w ith it, for, in reading this book, 
pity ft r the poor, Innitod animals [iro- 
ventod our admiring, aa wo suppose wo 
ought to li;ivc duiio, tlio skill and courage 
■of the hunters. i!ut hunting big game, 
in North America at least, will bo, before 
very long, a pastime of the past, a forg it- 
ton urt. The laige wild animals of the 
continent are fast disappearing. The lar- 
gest, the buffalo, has gone already-, and 
the doer will soon follow. The rifle of 
the sportsman and the pot hunter have 
niadu thuin scarce where, not long ago, 
they abounded und will, before very long, 
-exterminate them altogether. f

Yo.ster(liiy aftorrioon. Dr. Morrison, 
coronur, ifsimiya tlie investigation into 
tlio ,;ai.u uf Lliu Clii-niimn, Ah Ho, who 
had bt-uii f(iu)ul (jL'iid in liis bud at tliu 
house (.f hia liiiipluyur, L'ialu.p Ui i'lgo, on 
Thuradiiy iiii.iuin!,' Inat Uonsideniblu ' 
interest was takoii in the case and a 
large numbcu- of Oliiiiamoii worn presuiit. 
The eiKiuiry was conducted by tho Cliiof 
of Police, Mr. 'IMioiiiton V 11 watching 
the case for Iho friends i.f tliu deceust'd. 

Mrs. Cridgo, wife of Bishop Cridge,_, 
teatified thnt ahe had h«(l a Oliinaman' in| 
her employ named Ah Ho. On Wednes- 
day evening List, boforu giuw^ to bed, 
8''o went to his njom d(ji.r and asltod iiiin 
if ho was there. lii; aiuwered that ho 
was.

There was no noise durint? tho 
night. Next nioraiug she was called by 
her husband and informed that Ah Ho was' 
unconscious. She went down stairs and 
found the room saturated with blood. 
iSdr. Mason, who was called in, telephoned 
for the p lico and tho doctor to come at 
once. Ah Ho wa.s lyiw^ on the bed cov- 
ered up. .She sent for Mr. Perrin'.<i 
Chiiianian, who she knew was hia friend, 
and ho informed her that he was badly 
liurt. Tiiere was a rope round his arms 
and shoulders quite loose. (The rojjo 
iVas produced). Ah Ho never 8])oke a 
word. She noticed about a week j)ro- 
vious that deceased was dejected. He 
showed a letter from his friends in China. 
Ho said it told him his nuithur was dead, 
wlio had ohar!{o of his little boy. Ho 
hr» rowed .some money from tho Bishop 
to .send away. 

Odicer Levin, recalled, testified that he 
had visited Bishoi) Ciidgo's house on 
Saturday last. Tin; window of the de- 
ceased's room was di.stant friun the 
ground on the outside alr.iuL six f. et, and 
in the msido four feet,. ltwo\ild be 
lard for a man to gel in from tho outsiilc 
without leaving some trace. There were 
tniccH or marks of blood on the win-^ 
dow sill. 

By Mr. Foil— If a man wanted to p[et 
iu tho house by the window from the out- 
side he could do so. 

Wong Tsau (Mr. Perrin's Chinaman) 
remembered the afliiir, but. not tlie day 
f tl'.e WLu-k. I'.iahoj) Cridgo sent for 
im and ho went over. The Bishop's 
aughter opened the door and ho went 
into Ah llu's room. Then a white nuui . 
went in ^^hom ho did not know. He . 
spoke to Ah Ho; but could get no 
answer. He was not quite dead, though 
very bad. He was all right when lost 
seen by witness. Thought he was only 
pretending. He was moaning a little, 
and, at tlio same time, witness .said: 
" What are y(ju pretending !" He then 
pulled back tho blanket and saw tho 
ropes round his neck; and his left hand 
tied with,a half hitch. ' 

By the Chief — Ho could not say 
whether deceased had killed himself or 
was killed by others. 

By Mr. Fell -To tho l)e^,t of his belief 
the rope produced was that found on the 
deceased. 

This closed tho defence. 

Tho jury after an absence of nbout a 
quarter of an hour returned the following 
verdict:— ' 

" Wo, the jurors appointed to enciuire 
into the death of one Ah Ho, liiid, ac- 
cording to evidence produced, that he 
came to his death by his own hand."

FROZEN TO THE DEOK. 

I.<088 of British steamer Westliournn in the 
Blac'i Sea— Twenty-one Terlih. 

Piui.ADKLi'iiiA, Dec. 10. — There reach- 
ed this city yesterday through a private 
cliniinel a thrilling story of the loss of 
the British steamship Melbourne in the 
Black 801. It is no ordinary tale of ship- 
wreck, but relates intense sull'oring and 
unnsiiil and extraordinaiy misfortune. 
Uf the vesaol's crew of twenty-hve, four 
were all that survived tlio ill-starred 
voyage, and these are miserable wrecks 
of humanity, lying prostrated in un Odessa 
hospital under the care of the British 
consul. 

Tho Westbourne, an ordinary trump 
steanishi]), left TheochjKia, which is the 
ancient name of Kalla, in the southeast 
of the Crimea, Xi)vunil)er 24, bound to 
Philadelphia with a general cargo. On 
tho evening of lier departure a gale, pecu- 
liar to the i>laek sea alone, arose, accom- 
panied by rapidly falling thermometer. 
The weatlier grow .so intensely cold that 
the men wi.To fro/en to di^al h in a life- 
like i)obluiH! at the wheel or wherever 
their duty I'llind llnmi. Every sua that 
Huept over ilu! vcs.sol fro/.e to her, making 
her sluggisli and so heavy that slie refused 
to rido the tvaves, and became unmanage- 
able. When tho water gained an ontranco 
to the hold the cargo began to swell and 
liur.Ht i]])un tho decks foro and ift as 
though powder had been exploded in her 
interior. 

.\ bout midnight, although but a few 
hnur.s out of port, the! voKsel began to go 
(I wn. Already the corpses of a number 
of .seamen were visible (jn deck standing 
up against the head rails just as erect as 
though in full vigor. 'I hey were frozen 
hard i-s iron. Wi-.h alI]tho crew that still 
held fnsl to their lives. Captain Hiuiniiig- 
ton put; out in a small boat iind headed 
her i)aek t.n Theodosia, a distance then of 
somu lifty miles. During the early morn- 
ing the men died oil one liy one, till cjii 
reaching Theodosia the fnilowiiig night, 
the number was reduced to eight. Sub- 
sei|Uently f'jur more died while undergo- 
ing medical Ircalmeiit, leaving but four 
survivora. 

Cajitain lienuinglon, commander of the 
WoMtboin-ne, is well kn.iwn In Philadel- 
idiia shipping men. He iM completely 
prostrated by his Hutl'ering in the open 
boat and by the death uf his brother, the 
ship's cliiofoflicer, who perished before 
hia eyes of the awful cidd.
